npurifhes it: It dilates the Soul and infpirits it: It quickens 
var Senfes and exercifes all our Faculties. For this Pur- 
poe, I frequently catch up a Book of Poetry ; the Lan- 
guage and Delight of the Gods ! and am not fo over-won- 
roufly attach’d to the Ancients, but that I can find moft 
agreeable Entertainment among the Moderns, and thofe 
too in oar own Language. ‘The humorous Lines of Prior 
snd Swif?, in their naked Texts, give me Pleafure very 
little inferior to thofe of Horace and all his Cart-Loads of 
Commentators, who, while they give him Beauties he 
pever meant, leave in him real Treafures andifcover’d. 
Methinks, I fee a Critic in Latin fhake his over-burden’d 
Head with a dry Sncer, in Contempt of my Ignorance : 
Be it fo; but I would recommend to fuch a Mar to fludy 
the Beauty of his own native Language a little mare, 
which perhaps, with all his Fund of dry Learning and 


Skill in Latin, he can only write mechanically gramma- 


tical, and has no Palate to tafte the Delicacies and Beauties 
of it, where it departs from the ald beaten Path of his 
favourite Ancients, Without pretending. to any great 
Skill in Languages, I think I may venture to affert, that 
of all the living Languages the Exglifh excells both in Ora- 
tory and Poetry ; it has a greater Compafs, a more exten- 
fve Reach, is more fonorous and expreffive, more capable 
of beautiful Turns and the Flowers of Allegory, Metaphor, 
ad other Parts of Rhetoric, than any living Language I 
know of. 


Our Rivals in Arms and Letters, the French, are well 
aware of this, and make no Scruple to own it ; infomuch, 
that there is hardly a Man of Letters and Politenefs in that 
Kingdom that does not learn and ftudy it, and tho’ they 
don’t fpeak it well, are however very good Judges of it in 
av Author. Iam no Admirer of French Poetry ; the Lan- 
guage is incapable of reaching the Majefty of Epic: "Tis 
poor, barren, and languid, if compar’d with the Exgij/ ; 
and yet I muft own, it hitsthe Lyric extremely well: It 
affords a great Variety of beautiful Changes and Prettyneffes 
that Way, and touches a Strain of Love much tenderer 
than the Exg/. But I will not enter further on this Sub- 
Fiat prefent ; it isa large Field, and, tho’ often beaten, 
ifords much Game ftill; and therefore thall referve my 


Thoughts that Way for a better Opportunity, and talk a) 


little of Poetry in general, and initance fome beautiful 
Particulars. "> 

I know no Branch of Writing in which the much greater 
Part of Mankind are fo much miftaken as in Poetry : 





There are many Perfons whofe Apprehenfions in rational 
Propofitions are quick, and whofe Judgments are found in 
feparating and comparing Ideas, who are yet unqualify'd 
to judge of Poetry; and the Reafow is this: Such Perfons 
want, added to the Powers of Reafoning, a Mind capable 
of being delighted with the Variety of Images which a 
rich Fancy collects from Nature's Storehoufe, the Univerfe ; 
they receive no Delight from the harmonicus Compofition 
of Words which we find in a mafterly Poem, and not one 
Perfon in twenty thoufand is a Judge of the Dittion pecu- 
liar and neceffary to the Province of Poetry. This is the 
Occafion why fo many mottley Pieces, under the Title of 
Poems, come into the World, and are fometimes favourably 
received : I have known fome fuch publifh’d, with only a 
{mooth Verfification and plain Fadts to recommend them, 
which have had their Admirers ; while others, with all the 
delicate and figurative Language neceflary to Poetry, have 
lain long negleéted. No Poem fhould be without gram- 
matical Purity ; apt Similies and Allufions are often requi- 
fice: Yet thefe Properties may be preferved, and a Piece 
in Verfe may in its Di€ion be only Profe. ‘To conftitute 
Poetiy, the Stile fhould be elevated above what is vulgar, 
even in the moft fimple Defcriptions of Nature ; for, with- 
out that Superiority of Diétion, nothing is Poetry. A 
Man may be capable of difpofing the Buline{s of a Play 
unexceptionably, and of laying down the Subje& in its 


Aeveral Parts of other Poetry ; yet if he has not the Talents 


of «writing well, that is, the Power of Language to cloath 
his Ideas, which. the Ancients call’d the Os divinum, he 
is no more capable of producing a Poem, than he who 
can communicate a proper Subje€ for a PiGare, without 
having either a Hand or Eye neceflary for a Painter, is 
able to vie with Raphael or Annibal Carac. 


I was led into thefe Confiderations by reading a Poem, 
call'd The Pleafures of Imazination, a Colle&tion of Odes 
by the fame Author, and a Poem lately publith'd, entitled, 
4 Hymn to Liberty. In the fir of thefe, the Author judi- 
cioufly tells us in what Poetry. confifts, and in a Manner 
that would adorn the Works of the -greateft of the 
Ancients : ‘diol | 

Know then, whate' er of Nature's pregnant Stores, 

Whate er of mimic Art's reflected Forms, 

With Lave and Admiratiou thus inflame 

The Pow'rs of Fancy, ber delighted Sons 

To three illuftrious Orders have rofetr'd 

Three Sifter Grace's, wham the Painter's Hand, 

The Post’s Tongue, confeffes the Sublime, 

The Wonderful, the Fair: J fee them dawn! 

I See the radiant Vifons, ewhere they rife, 

More lovely than when Lucifer di/plays 

His beaming Forehead thro’ the Gates of Morn, 

To lead the Trajn of Phebus and the Spring. 


A middling Genius would have been contented to have faid, 
that the three principal Conftituents.in Poetry are the 
Sublime, the Wonderful, and Fair, without the Profopopaia 
and the majeltic Introduction, together with’ the Repre- 
fentations of their Appearance preferable to the Rifing of 
the Sun, 


The Odes, by the fame Author, will always give Delight 





to thofe who are Judges of Delicacy of Thought, and of 
Simplicity and Purity of Stile, 

The Hymn ‘to Liberty, by a different Hand from the 
other, is one of the moft finith’d Lyric Poems in our Lan- 
guage: The Birth, Progrefs, and Effects of Liberty, with 


| the Confequences of Slavery, and the Diftinétion betwixt 


Liberty and Licencioyfnefs, are defcrib’d with that Mixture 
of Philofophy and Poetry as ftamp a Dignity on the Com- 
pofition, After having given a Defcription of Liberty in 
old Rome, the Author prefents as with the prefent State of 
Rome, as a Contraft to the former : 

From modern Rome no Lalius /prings, ' 

No Brutus now, the Scourge of Kings 3 

No Breaft with Patriot 1’armth is fr'd, 

With Freedom none is there infpir'd : 

See thro’ ber filitary Lands 

Deje&ed Looks and barren Sands; 

Whence banifh'd is indultrious Care, 

While Lazinefs fits brooding there. 

Where flourife’d once the lively Bow'rs 

Of Science, deck'd with Attic Fhw'rs, 

Now dreary rife monaftic Cells,

I have, in a fhort Life, feen fo much of its Vanity 
and Folly, that Death tho’ terrible to my Nature, is 
hardly more fo to my Reafon, than launching again into 
the ftormy Sea of Life: My fmall Knowledge of this 
Life affords but a difagreeable Profpeét ; and tho’ I am 
ignorant of the next, Reafon and Religiom encourage me 
to hope for Happinefs.

dry Goods for France. Andon Sunday laft the faid Py 
vateer fent into the faid Port, the Catherine and Elizabeth, 
Nicholas Robyn, Mafter, Burthen about 450 Tons, laden 
with Naval and Ordnance Stores from Dunkirk bound tg 
fome other French Port: She has now mounted 12 Gury 
Six-Pounders, and is capable of mounting 36 Guns, and 
was taken by Surprize coming out of Dunkirk Réad, 
otherwife they declare they would have funk the faid Pii- 
vateer.

they would lay down their Arms, and fubmit to the Cle- 
mency of the Emprefs Queen, without putting themfelves 
under the Guaranty and Proteétion of the Crowns of Great 
Britain and Sardinia, the Republic would have much more 
ely Terms granted, and would be treated a thoufand times 
more favourably than it could reafonably hope for by a 
Capitulation, or than it could poffibly procure itfelf by 
Force of Arms: That to thefe Propofitions the Heads of 
the Revolters made the following Antwer, We have already 
to our unfpeakable Misfortunes, too feverely felt the fatal 
Betts of Juflrian Clemency, to. be ever weak enough to. 
trut to itagain. If Count Schulembourg has, as to inti- 
midate us we aretold, an Army of 30000 chofen Troops, 
and a large Train of Artillery ready, to make us feel the 
Refentment of the Emprefs Queen ; we fay in Anfwer to 
this, that the Republick has 54000 Men in Arms, gooo 
of whom Regular Troops, 260 Pieces of Cannon, and 34 
Mortars, together with Ammunition and Provifions in abun- 
dance, and what is ftill more, we are abfolutely deter- 
mined to defend our City, and preferve our Liberty, to 
the laft Drop of our Blood, and will fuffer ourfelves to be 

‘buried in the Ruins of our Capital, rather than afk for 
Quarter, and fubmit to the Clemency of the Court of 
Vienna, unlefs we can obtain it by an honourable Capitu- 
lation, well guarantied by the Kings of Great Britain and 
Sardinia, and the Republicks of Venice and the United 


Provinces.” 


An Extra& of a Letter from the Hague, dated April 
24> N.S. 


“* What has been before remarked is every Day more 
than other confirm’d, in Refpeét to the Affembly of Breda, 
which will abfolutely produce nothing, unlefs Spain fhould 
abandon its Alliance. The Difpatches which M. du Theil 
received a Day or two ago from Verfailles, and which it 
was believ’d would have remov'd the old Difficulties, are 
on the contrary of fuch a Nature, as make People lofe 
all Hopes of a general Peace. -'The moft Chriftian King 
will not yet in any wife hearken to the Admiffion of the 
Minifter of the Court of Vienna, under the Title of Im- 
perial, and ftill peremptorily infilts upon it, that the De- 
molition of Dunkirk fhall be taken as an Equivalent for 
the Reflitution of Cape Breton, and that the Grand Duchy 
of Tufcany fhall be yielded up as an Eftablifhment for 
Don Philip. ‘Thefe, we are aflured, are the Inftructions 
of. M.da Thiel, and from which he has pofitive Orders 
not in the leaft to recede. , 

Lait Friday the Earl of Sandwich returned hither with 
fo much Precipitation, that every Body was impatient to 
know the Occafion of it ; and in lefs than half an Hour, 
his Hotel was filled with the Lords of the Government and 
foreign Minifters. It was foon after reported, that an 
Accommodation between England and Spain was concluded; 
but that is not yet effeéted ; all. that at prefent has been 
tranfaéted between thofe Crowns, is with regard to Com- 
merce, which is, it’s faid, in a great Meafure fettled, only 
fome little Obftru€iions to Le removed: And "twas upon 
this Account that Lord Sandwich return’d to the Hague, in 
order to concert with the States General about fome Points 
relating thereto.”

His Lordthip 
was the 24th Peer of his Family, lineally defcended from 
Thomas Fitz Maurice, fummoned to Parliament by Henry 
‘II.in 1164. He Married the Lady Gertrude Lambert, 
eldeft Daughter of Richard, Earl of Cavan, and left Iffue 
by her one Son, Thomas Francis, now Earl of Kerry, a 
Minor, and one Daughter named Anne. He diced of the 
’ Gout in his Stomach, after having been confined to his 
Bed for fome Months, and fuffered the moft violent Pains 
of that Diforder with a Patience beyond Credit.
